Df the ſundzte opinions of the Dinill chou nit aneſt, aw them 
at imagin him to haue noeriftence, of nt ich ſoꝛt are they that 
ficft innented the p;ouerbe, H lumini Demon: meaning theres 
by, dat that power thich we call the Diuill, a the miniftring 
Spirits belonging to him ant to his kingdom, are tales and fa- 
bles, and mars bugge bearers to ſcarre boies: and chat there is 
no ſuchefTence at all, but onlp it is a terme of large content, de⸗ 
ſcribung the ranco2,grudg, and bad dealing of one man toward 
another;as namelp, vhen one friend talkes with another ſab 
tillp, and ſet s to diuc into his commoditie,that he map depzine 
him of it eraſtelie: hen the ſonne leeks the death of the father, 
that he maie be infeoffed in his welth: and the ſtepdanie goes a⸗ 
bout to make awate her ſonne in law, cat her <ildzen map in 
herit:uben bzothers fall at iarres fo; poꝛtions, and hall by open 
murther oz pꝛiuie conſpiracie, attempt the confuſion of cach o- 
cher, onlp to foine houſe to houſe ,and vnite two Liuclibods in 
one:tthen the ſernant ſhall rob his maſter, and Pen put in truſt 
ffart away from the ir oathes and vowes th: p care not how, 
Ju ſuch caſes and manie moꝛe, map one man be ſaid to be a db 
uell to another, and this is the ſecond opinlon.

Countrye; and alſo Ariſtotle betauſe he wzote at large of all 
things ſubied to mocuing and ſence , Then belike (quoth J) 
pon make this wo2d 2-02, a capcable name of Gods, of men 
and of diuels, ubich is facre diſtant ſrom the ſcope of my de⸗ 
mand: foz J do onlie inquire of the diuel, as this common ap⸗ 
pellation of ſhe Diuel, ſigniſieth a malignant ſpirit, enimie to 
mankind, and 2haterof God and all godnes. Thoſe are the ſe⸗ 
cond kinde ſaid he, vſaallte termed detraco;s 02 accuſers that 
are in knowledge infinit, inſomuch as by the quicknes of their 
wits,and agr&able mixtures of the Clements, they ſo comp2e- 
bend thoſe ſeminarte vertucs to inen vaknown,that thoſe thin- 
ges ſhich in courſe of time, oz by growing degrees Nature of. 
{tlelfe caneitec ep by ele Art ans (hill tn haltening the 
wozks of nature, can contriue and compas in a moment, as de 
Pagitians of Pharao, cho ſher as nature not withont ſome in 
ferpoſition of time, and oꝛdinarie cauſes of conception bzings 
fo2th frogs,ſerpents,0z any lining thing elle, they without all 
ſuch diſtance of ſpace, oꝛ circumſcription of ſeaſon euen in a 
ought aſſon as their R. commanded,couered the land of Ac- 
gypt with this monſtrous increaſe.

Theſe know how to diſſoctate the lone of bzethzen,and to bꝛeak 
wedlock bands with ſuchviolence,thaf the y map not bo vnitet 
and are pꝛodominant in in ne other domiſticall matinles : « 
whom if thon lil to heare moꝛe, read the; g . of Eccleſſaſticus. 
The P;ophet F ſay maketh mcntevn of another Spirit ſent by 
God to the Zeypr:42.,to make tt m ſtrate and wander ont of the 
way,that is to ſap, the Spirit of liing,ubich thep cal Bolychym, 
The Spirits that cntice men to gluttonie and luſt, ate certaing 
watry ſptrits of the Melt. and certaine Southerne ſpirits as 
Nefrach 4 Ke'en, tic fo; the moſt part pzoſecute valawfull 
lones, and cherith all vnnatur all deſires ; they wander though 
lakes, fiſh ponds and fennes, and ouervhclme ſhips, caſt boates 
vpon ankcrs, and dzowne men that are ſwimming; therefozs 
are theycounted the moſt pcffilent, troubleſome, and guile full 
ſpirits that are: fo by che helpe of Altynach a Spirite of the 
Melt, they will raiſe ſfozmes, cauſe earchquaks, ubirlwinds, 
raine, haile o; ſnow in the clereſt daie that is: and if euer they 
appeare to ante man, thep coine in womens appatell. The ſpe 
tits of the atre will mix themſclues with thunder q lightening» 
and (o infect the'Clime tthere they raiſe arp tempeſt , that ſtudy - 
denlie great moztalitic ſhall enſue to the inhabitants from the 
infections yapozs iich ariſe fi om their motions:of ſuch S. lohn 
maketh mention in the g. of the Apocalips: their patron is Me · 
reris, hoe beareth chiete rule about the middle time of the dais. 
We ſpirits bf the fire haue their manſions vader regions of ths 
Pon chat thatſdener is committed to their charge, they mais 
there execute, as in their pꝛapet conſiſfozic, from ubenſe they 
eannot ffart, The ſpirites of the earth ker pe fo the moſt part m 
Fozreffs and woda, md do hunters much noiante a @metims 
in the bzvave feldes fthere they lead traucllers out of the right 
waie,o2 fright men with defozmed apparitions, oꝛ make them 
run madth;ongherceſſiae melancholic lik Aiax Telamonius,s 
io pꝛoue Hurtfull to themſelues md danger ous to others:f this 
mmnber the chiete are Sauiaab and Achymael ſpirits of the caff, 
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chat haue no pe wer to do anie great harme, by reaſon of the bu 
confancie of their affections. The vnder-earth ſptrits, are ſuch 
es lurke in dens xlittle caucrns of the carth, and hollow creuv 
ſes of mountaines, that they mate diue into the bowels of the 
earth at cheir pleaſure ; theſe dig uicttals,and watch treaſores, 
ubich thep continuallie tranſpozt from place to place, that none 
Gould haue vſe of chem: they raiſe winds that vomit flames, 
and Hake the foundation of buildings, they dance in rounds in 
pleaſant launds, uw greene nicdowes, with noiſes of muſicke 
and minſtrelſie g vaniſh awaic then ante comes nere them: 
they will take vpon them ante fimilitate but of a woman, and 
terrific men in the likeneſſe of dead mers ghoſtes in the night 
time:and of this qualitie and condition the Necromancers hold 
Garzicl,Fegor,and Anarazel, Sonthern ſpirits to be. Beſides, 
there are pet remaining cer teme lisng ſpirtts (uhoe, alchough 
all bee giuen to lie by nature) pet are they moze pꝛone to that 
dice, chan the ret, being named Pythoniſts, of home Apollo 
comes to be called Pytheus: they haue a pꝛince as well as other 
ſpirits, of chom mention is made in the 3. bokeof kings, chen 
he ſaith he will be a lieng ſpirit in the month of all Ahabs pzo- 
phets:from hich thoſe ſpirits of iniquit ie doltttle differ, which 
are called the veſſels of wzath, that aſſiſt Belial (Whom they in- 
terpꝛet a ſpirit without poke oz controuler) in all damnable de- 
uiſes and inuentions. Plato tepoꝛts them to be ſuch as firff deui 
ſed cards and dice, and J am in the mind, that the Ponke was 
of the ſame o2der,that found out the vſe of Gunpouder, md the 
engins of war therto belonging. Thoſe that wzite of theſe mat 
ters, call this Belial Chodar of the Eaſt, that bath all witches 
coniuroꝛs ſpirits vnder his turiſdiqion, x glues them leaue to 
belpe Juglers in their tricks, 4 Simon Magus to do miracles ; 
alwaics pꝛouide d thep bꝛing a ſoule home to thetr Maiſter foz 
dis hire. Pet are not theſe all, to there are ſpirits called ſpies x 
tale carriers, obe dient to Aſcatoth, dom the Greaks call D ais 
mona, u S.lokn 7 e accr/er of the [rcthren : alſo tempters, tthce 
fo2 thetr interrupting vs in al our god adions, are cald our euil 
Angels. Abone all thinges they hate the light aw reioyce in 
darkeneſſe, diſquieting men malicioullie in the night and ſom⸗ 


times hurt chem by pinching che m oz blaſting them as hy 
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but {yep are not @ much to be dzeaded as other ſpirits, bicauſe 
if a man ſpeak tothem,they — abide. Huch 
a ſptrit Plinius Secundus telleth of, hat vſed to haunt a govite 
bouſe in Athens that Athenadorus hired; and ſuch another Suc- 
tonius deſcribech to haue long houered in Lamianus Garden 
uber Caligula lap buried, ho fd bicauſe he was orffie coucred 
with a few clods, and vnreuentlie tbꝛown amongſt the werd 
be merueloudlie diſturbed the owners of the garden, w 
not let them reit in their beds, till by bis Siffers returned from 
bantſhment,he was taken vp, and intoubed ſolemnite, Pauſa- 
nias auoucheth (among other experiments) that a certain ſpi⸗ 
rit called Zazilus doth feed bpon dead mens cozſes that are not 
deeplie interred in theearth as they ought : hich to confirme, 
there is a tnonder full accident ſet downe in the Daniſh hiffop 
of Aſuitus md Aſinundus, tho being two famous friends(well 
knowne in thoſe parts) vowd one to another,that bHichof chem 
two out lined the other, ſhould be buried allue with his friends 
at ſirſt died. Jnſhoztſpabe a ſuitus fell ſick imd ytłided to na⸗ 
ture, Aſmundus compelled by the oath of his friendſhip, toke 
none but his hoꝛſſe and his dog with him, and tranſpoꝛted che 
dead bodie into a vaſt taue vnder the earth, there determined 
( bauing vianaled bimſcifefo; a long tin) to fniſh his dates in 
dar kneſſe, and neuer depart from him that he loued ſo dertelie. 
Fhus ſhut vp and inclofed in che bowels of the earth,it hapened 
Eritus R. of Sweucland to paſſe that wate with bis armte not 
ſull two months after, bo comming to the tomb of Aſuitus, £ 
ſuſpea ing it a place uhere tre ſure was hidden, cauſed his Pio⸗ 
ners with their ſpades and mat toc kes to dig it vp: therevpon 
was diſcouered the lochſome bodle of Aſmundus,all to beſmea⸗ 
red with dead mens ffith,e his viſage moſt vg lie and feare full; 
abich imbꝛued with cangeald blood and caten £ tozn like a raw 
vlcer, made him ſo gaflic to be hold. hit all the beholders were 
afrighted He ſeeing himſelfe refo:d to light and ſo manie ama 
zed men ſtand about bim, reſolued their vncer ta in perplexity in 
theſe terms. Why ſt md pon aſtaniſih t at my vnuſusl defoꝛmi⸗ 
ties: chen no liuing man conuerſech with the dead, but is thug 
diſfigured. But ofber cauſes haue eſteded this change in mee : 
foz Jknow not ſchat audactous ſpirit ſent ty Gorgon from the 
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b ar <eekes as you ſe, hath like wiſe tent a wate one of 
mine cares, Venſe is it that my mangled ſhape (ce ſo mon 
joey my | poems A — — go:ein — wiſe. 
et ſcaped not cia fell Harpie me bnreuenged:foz as he 
aCailde me, A raug bt his head from his ſhoulders, and ſheathd 
my ſwoꝛd in his bodie. aue ſpirits their viſible bodies ſaide 
I, that may be taucht, wounded, o2 pierſt? Belenc me, IJ ne- 
uer heard that in my life beſo;e this. Why quoth he, alfhough 
in their proper ellence they are creatures inco2pozall, yet can 
they take on them the induments of anie living bodie that ſoe⸗ 
ner, s tranfo:m the mſelues into all kind of ſhapes, uherby they 
male mozc calil;e decęiue ont ſhallow wits and ſenſes. So te⸗ 
ftifies Bai ius that they can put on amatertal fozme ichen they 
lit. Socrates affirmic th that his Damon did oftentimes talke 
with him, and that he ſa w him and felt him mante times. But 
Marcus Cherroneſus (a wonderfull diſcoyerer of Piuels) wi. 
teth, chat Hole bodies uhich they allume, are diſtinguiſht by no 
difference of ſer, bicauſe they are ſimple, and the diſcernance of 
ſer belongs to bodies compound: pet are they flerible,motiue, 
und apt foz any configuration. but not all of them alikczfd: the 
(picits of the Fire and Aire haue this power aboue the reff.The 
ſpirits of che water haue low bodies reſembling birdes 4 wo- 
men, of which kind the Naiades 4 Nercieds are much celcbza- 
tedamongft Poete, Neuerthclefſe, how cuer the p are reffra(- 
ned ta their ſeuer all ſimtlitudcs, it is certeme that all of them 
defireno foꝛ me on figure ſa mute, as the line neſſe of a man, 
and dothinke themſolues in heaven, then thoy are infeoft in 
that hue:aherefoze X know noother reaſcn but this, that man 
is the neeteſt repꝛeſentation to God, inſomuch as che ſcripture 
ſaith. He made man after his own likenefſe and ima ge:and thrp 
affecting by reaſon of their pꝛide, to be as like God at they may, 
contend molt ſeriovſtic to ſhꝛoud themſclues bnder that habif, 
But I p2ap tell me this. tHether arc there (as Porphirius hol- 
deth) god Spirits as well as cuill. Nate certemlie quoth he)

given vs in the Scripture, foz the diuell hich is the Sm 
genus to us all, is called Piabolus quai deorſum ruens,that is to ſap 
falling downeward, as he that aſpiring to high, was town 
from the top of felicitie to the loweſt pit of deſpatre:and ſathan, 
that is to ſaie,an Aduerſarie, who foz the coruption of his ma⸗ 
lice, oppoſeth t(mſeife euer againſt God, uhoe ts the chieſeſt 
god. In lob, Behemoth and Leuiathan, and in the 9. of the 
Apocalips, Apolyon, that is to ſaie, a Subuerter: bicanſe the 
foundation of thoſc nertues, ubich our high Paker hath plan⸗ 
ted in our ſoules ;he vndermineth md ſabuerteth . A ſerpent 
fo; his pojſoning, a Lyon fo: his deuouring: a furnace, ſeʒ that 
by his malice the C lea are tried, rho are veſſels of wzath and 
ſaluat ion. JnEſay,a Spꝛen, a Lamla, a Scrich-oule , an El- 
tridge. In the Plalmes, an Adder, a Baſiliſke, a D:agon.And 
lafflie, in the Goſpell, Mammon, Pꝛince of this woꝛld, and ths 
Gouernour of darknes : ſo chat by the uhole courſe of cundem⸗ 
ning names that are giuen vs, and no one inſtance of anie fa- ' 
nourable tytle beſtowed vpon vs, J poſitiuelie ſet downe that 
all ſpirits are euiſl. Now, uhcreas the Dinines attribute vn⸗ 
to vs theſe god and euill ſpirits ,the god to guide vs from cuil, 
and the eulll to dzaw vs from godneſſe, they are not called ſpi⸗ 
rits but Angels, of abich ſoꝛt was Raphaell. the god Angel of 
Tobias, thoertlde the cull ſpirit Aſmodius into the dcſart of 
Aegypt, that he might be the moꝛe ſceure from his temptation. 
Since we haue entred chus lar into the diuels commonwealth, 
I belcech you certiſie me thus much. tbether haue they power 
to hurt granted them from God, oꝛ from themſclues; can they 
hurt as much as they wil. Not ſo quoth hee, fo; although that 

" divelgbe moſt mightie ſpirites. pet can they not hart but per- 
miſſtuelie oꝛ by ſome ſpeciall diſpenſation : as then a man is 
faln into the fate of an out law, the Law diſpenſeth with them 
chat kill him, e the P2ince excludes him from the pꝛoted ion of 
a ſnbiea , ſv, then a man is arelaps from GDD and his 
Lawes, God wichdꝛawes his p;ontdence from watching ener 
bim, nd auto:iſefh the deuil as his inſtrument, to aſſault him 
and toꝛment him, ſo that tthatſocuer he doth, is Linutata pete- 
ue, as one caithe : inſomuche as a haire cannot fall from cur 
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heades, without the will of our heauenlie Father. The Dinell 
couldnot deceiue Achabs pꝛophets til he was licenſed by God, 
noꝛ exerciſe his tyzanie oner lob till he hadgiuen him commi6 
lion, noz enter into the heard of ſwine til Cyzilt bad them goe, 
Eherefo:e needpounot feate the diuell any whit as long as you 
are in the fauoz of Cod, tho raineth him ſo Graight, that except 
be let himloſe he can do nothing . his man likepzopo;tion 
which J nowretaine, is but a e ol ſaffrance granted vato 
me to plague ſuch men as hunt alter rife, and are delighted 
with variance, It map be ſo very well, but thcther haue pou 
that ſkill to fonctel thinges to come, that is aſcribedvnto yon? 
Wie haue(quoth be) ſometimes, net that we are pꝛiuie to the e- 
ternall counſell of god, but fo? chat by the ſenſe of our ayꝛie bo⸗ 
dies we haue a moꝛe refined faculty of foz\eing,than men poſ⸗ 
ſibly can haue, chat are <ained to ſuch heauie carthiie moulder; 
v2 elſe f that by the incompozable pernicttie of thoſe apzie bo, 
dies, we not onely out · trip the ſwiftnes of men, beaſts e birds, 
uhercby we map be able to attain to the knowledge of thinges 
ſoner,than thoſe that bp tbe dulnes of their earchlie ſenſe come 
a great waie behind vs. Her vnto may we adſoine our long ex-- 
perience in the courſe of things from the begining of the wozlp, 
vhich men want and therfo2e cannot haue chat depe coniecure 
that we haue. No: is our knowledge any moze ſhan coniedure: 
foz pzeſcienceonly belongeth to God, i that geile that we haue, 
pꝛocerdech from the compared diſpoſition of heaueniy and earth 
lie bodies, by thoſe long obſerued temperature, we do diuine 
manie times, as it happens, e therefoze do we take vpon vs to 
p2ophecy, that we may purchaſe eſtimation to our names, aw 
bzinge men in admiration with that we doo, and ſd be tounten 
foz Gods.

A number p;cfer the carping of red Coꝛrall about chem, o 
of Arthemiſia þ per icon, Ruta verbena: and to this effect manic da 
vle the — of keyes, the ſound of the harp, and the claſh- 
ing of armo2 Some of old time put great ſuperſtition in chara⸗ 
gers, curtondp engꝛaued in che it Pentagonon, but thep are all 
vaine, t will de no gend, i ibrp be otherwiſe vſed than as ſignes 
of couenant betwerne the diuel and them. Noz do Jaffirme al 
the reſt to bee vnfalible pꝛeſcriptions, though ſometime thep 
haue their vſe: but that the onelie aſſured way to reſiſt their at- 
tempts is pꝛaper and faith, gainſt which all the diuells in hell 
cannot pꝛeuaile.

Loke to it pon Bokſellers and Stationers, and let not your 
ſhops be infected with any ſuch goſe gyblets oz ſtinking gar⸗ 
badge, as the Jygs of newſmongers, and eſpecſallie ſuch of pou 
as frequent Wieftminfeer hall, let them be ctrcumſpect what 
dunghill papers they bing thithcr; foz one bad pamphlet is e⸗ 
nongh to raiſe a that map poiſon a thole Tearme, oꝛ at 
the leaſt a number of poe Clyents that haue nc money to pꝛe 
nent ill aire by bzcaking their faſfs ere they come thither, Not 
a baſe Jnck-dzopper oz ſcurup plodder at were, but nailes 
his aſſes cares on euerie poſt and comes off with long c iran 
quaque to the Gentleman Readers, pea the moffercremento2is 
diſhlickers of learning are growne ſo valiant in impudencie, 
that now they ſet vp toe ir faces (like Turks) of gray paper to 
be ſpet at foz ſilner games in Finſburie fields.

At then (he diuell be tedioug in 
diſcout ſing, impute it to Pierce Penileſſe, that was impoztus 
nate in demand ing; oꝛ it J haue not made him ſo ſecret oꝛ ſub⸗ 
till in his Art, as Diuels are wont, let chat of Lactant ius hes 
mine excuſe 40.
